1 
sincerely  wish  that  I  could  bring  my  mind  to  the  conviction,  thatMriih  tfas 
best  intenitous  on  your  part,  your  Government  could  be  conducted  prso- 
tically  on  the  principles  of  that  of  Lord  Liverpool;  that  it  would  gese- 
rally  be  so  considered  ;  or  that  it  would  be  adequate  to  meet  our  diScoi* 
ties  in  a  manner  satisfactory  to  the  King,  and  conducive  to  the  geoeni 
interests  of  the  country.

A  third  hour  was  to  be  employed  at  least  three  days  each  week,  iff 
not  six,  in  discussions,  to  which  such  pupils  should  have  access  as  chose  to 
push  their  studies,  and  they  should  attend  the  levees  of  the  Professors,  who"* 
would  have  the  power  of  dispensing  the  highest  titles  and  honours  whieti  a* 
Soveifign  could  confer  on  a  subject — he  meant  tire  powerof  helping  tha^ 
pupils  in  their  labours,  and  directing  the  higher  studies  of  those  who 
disposed  to  examine  into  the  operations  of  nature.  He  thought  it  needful; 
to  say  one  word  on  another  subject ;  he  had  been  unjustly  accused  oS, 
having  spoken  with  disrespect,  and  of  being  iniinicar  the  two  venerable 
Universities  in  which  learuing  and  science  had  long  been  carefully  pre¬ 
served,  and  from  which  they  had  been  not  many  years  ago  spread  over  the, 
land,  where  truth  and  faith  had  been  treasured  up— he  meant  Oxford  and, 
Cambridge — whence,  at  no  distant  date,  the  lights  of  science  and  the  grace 
of  letters  had  emanated.  (Cheers.)  The  Learned  (Jentleman  vehemently’ 
repelled  the  charge,  and  instanced  the  great  men  who  had  been  reared  at^ 
the  two  Universities— the  great  Newton,  the  distinf!;nished  Wodehmrte^’ 
Babbage,  Copplestone,  Wheatley,  To  its  older  claims  on  our  esteem,* 
he  said,  Oxford  now  added  the  claims  of  having  of  late  obtained  a  victory 
over  itself  t  it  had,  in  a  great  degree,  almost  adopted  the  lights  and  spirit 
of  the  age,  (Cheers.) 

The  Duke  of  Sussex,  after  a  high  compliment  to  the  Marquis  of  L*ans- 
down  as  au  University  man,  as  wyil  as  for  his  )>olitical  principles,  gave-— 
**  the  health  of  the  Duke  of  Gloucester,  and  prospeiilj  to  Cainbridg|e,**  and 
the  “  health  of  Lord  Grenville,  and  prosperity  to  Oxford.”

Drury  Lave. 

Oa  Tuesday  evening,  11  Tureo  in  Italia  of  Rossini  was  produced, 
with  some  necessa^  alterations,  at  this  house,  under  the  title  of  The 
Turkish  Lovers,  Unhappily,  the  meagre  plot  of  the  original  can 
scarcely  be  worked  up  into  a  drama  of  adequate  solidity  for  convey¬ 
ance  in  the  way  of  mere  dialogue.  Moreover,  the  immense  size  of 
the  ’winter  theatres  requires  a  volume  of  voice  for  colloquy,  which 
being  attainable  by  about  one  woman  in  a  hundred,  renders  the  flip¬ 
pancy  of  female  bagatelle  and  coquetry  inaudible  to  nine-tenths  of  the 
audience.  The  Ytorella  of  Miss  Ayton  was  scarcely  to  be  under- 
flood,  owing  to  this  obstacle,  although  her  action  and  singing  were 
both  spirited  and  correct.  Itoi^/f  de  Bcgnis  has  however  made  this 
character  so  much  her  own,  it  is  diflicult  to  follow  her  without  disad¬ 
vantage.  MrsGF.ESiN  sang  the  air  assigned  to  her  in  with 

great  feeling  and  expression ;  and  Brahaii  exerted  himself  to  the 
utmost  in  the  gallant  Turk ;  not,  however,  without  indulging  us  with 
a  little  of  himself  In  certain  introductions,  which,  to  say  nothing  of  a 
backnied  repetition  of  all  the  peculiarities  of  his  own  very  doubtful 
taste,  was  utterly  out  of  keeping,  and  so  said  a  little  unusual  reproof 
in  the  way  of  sibilation.  The  perplexed  and  hen-pecked  Geronymo 
was  undertaken  by  J.  Russell,  whose  acting,  although  it  wanted  the 
repose  and  solidity  of  that  of  Ue  Begnis,  was  lively  and  spirited,  at 
the  same  time  that  his  musical  execution  much  exceeded  our  expecta¬ 
tion.  Harley  and  Miss  Kelly  were  put  in  requisition  for  two 
iupemumerary  servants,  not  in  the  Italian  opera, — Pepmco  and  Lu- 
which  they  made  diverting  by  their  unassisted  powers,  for  the 
dialogue  was  next  to  nothing,  although  a  sort  of  hit  was  made  by  Miss 
Kelly  humorously  declining  the  name  of  Cabinet  Minister^  assigned 
|o  her  by  her  master.  On  tlie  whole,  a  crowded  and  respectable 
ttudience  certainly  seemed  to  enjoy  the  musical  portion  of  the  enter- 
teinment ;  and  as  it  is  really  in  that  respect  got  up  with  considerable 
spirit,  its  want  of  interest  as  a  drama  may  possibly  be  overlooked  We 
h^e  spoken  of  Miss  Ayton  elsewhere.  We  fear,  from  the  peculiar 
flatness  of  her  speaking  tones,  she  will  never  shine  in  dialogue  ;  but 
ms  we  have  heard  of  these  defects  being  got  rid  of,  we  will  not  speak 
decidedly.  The  opera  was  given  out  by  Braiiam  with  marked  appro¬ 
bation  ;  and  although  we  doubt  of  its  lasting  attraction  in  its  English 

{(irb,  the  light  and  sparkling  graces  of  Rossini  were  evidently  not 
ost  upon  the  ihultilude.  It  possibly  may  be  with  the  English  people 
in  regard  to  music,  as  Siiaksfeare  says  it  is  with  some  men  as  to

'  FOREIGN  INTELLIGENCE. 

Paris,  Avril  30.— We  with  we  had  not  to  say,  that  on  thit  day, 
consecrated  to  recollections  in  which  the  country  is  mot^i  happy  and 
proud,  love  was  not  the  only  nentiment  that  inanilested  itself.  A  cry  of 
natrrd  of  the  Ministers  too  often  resounded  in  the  crowd.  It  even  pro¬ 
ceeded  from  the  ranks  of  the  National  Guard,  'lliree  or  four  legions 
littered  it  repeatedly.  Even  some  of  these,  which  in  the  presence  of  the 
King  had  only  given  vent  to  acclamaliona  of  gratitude  and  loyalty,  pro- 
noenced  louo  expressions  of  blame  against  the  chief  Minister,  as  they 
pasatd  near  his  hotel.  It  even  seems  that  some  of  those  men  of  ill- 
omened  countenance  who  allow  themselvea  when  the  passions  of  the 
populace  are  awakened,  here  and  there  translated  into  language  worthy 
of  themselvea  those  cries  of  animadversion.  Let  us  add,  that  the  crowd 
immediately  did  justice  to  the  clamours,  which  recalled  fatal  periods  of 
our  hisiory.  Bat  these  prompt  reparations,  while  they  show  points 
where  public  reaenlment  stops,  do  not  hinder  tliis  aseocialion  of  secondary 
opioiooa  to  feelings  common  to  all  limes  from  being  a  deplorable  event.

HOUSE  OF  LORDS. 

Wednesday^  May  2. 

TQE  LATE  MINISTERIAL  CHANGES. 

The  House  met  this  day,  when  the  new  Chancellor,  Lord  LrKntfci 
arrived  in  state',  and  was  introduced  by  Lords  King  and  Iloward  de  WaldT' 
Viscount  Goderich,  the  new  Foreign  Secretary,  took  the  oaths  and  v 
seat;  as  also  did  Lord  Plunkett,  and  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  Court  rf 
Kin^s  Bench,  Lord  Tenterden,  who  was  accompanied  to  the  House  bt  i 
all  the  Gentlemen  of  his  Court. — ^The  pressure  was  great,  and  the  want  ^ 
accommodation  belo^  the  bar  was  much  felt.  About  five,  Lord  Lyxdhirst 
took  his  seat  on  the  woolsack,  and  business  commenced.  Most  of  the  Wbi? 
Members  took  their  seats  on  the  Ministerial  Benches:  Earl  Grey, however 
was  on  the  Opposition  side.  The  late  Ministers  sat  on  the  crots  benches. ' 

Lord  Grosvenor,  in  presenting  two  Catholic  petitions,  observed  that  the 
Catholics  had  gained  something  by  the  late  ministerial  changes,  but  be  wis 
anxious  that  the  question  should  not  be  hastily  stirred,  as  time  should  he 
allowed  to  see  how  the  system  of  conversion  worked  in  Ireland. 

Lord  Ellenborougu  said,  that  while  the  Government  was  constituted 
as  it  at  present  was,  it  would  never  afford  an  opportunity  for  a  regular  dis¬ 
cussion  of* the  Catholic  Claims.  No  one,  however,  who  looked  to  the  oppo. 
site  benches,  could  conceive  that  it  was  likely  to  last  long.  As  minr 
Noble  Lords  who  recently  held  confidential  situations  had  been  loudly 
accused  of  most  unconstitutional  and  unpardonable  conduct,  he  thout^ht  it 
essential  to  their  characters  and  to  the  dignity  of  the  House,  that  they 
should  explain  the  circumstances  connected  with  their  resiguatioa  uf 
office. 

Lord  Eldon  stated,  that  as  he  now,  for  the  first  time,  heard  that  Ke  bad 
been  accused  of  the  unpardonable  offence  of  dictating  to  his  Sovereign,  he 
must  take  the  liberty  of  stating  that  such  a  charge  was  a  base  and  infaruoiu 
calumny.  {Cheers.) — He  would  tell  those  who  dared  to  say  so  that  it 
was  a  base  and  scandalous  falsehood,  (//ear,  hear  !'^  He  should  also  ny, 
ou  the  other  hand,  that  he  had  a  right,  for  the  sake  of  the  Sovereign  he 
had  served,  in  dutiful  atteution  to  him  and  to  his  father,  whom  he  had  served 
so  long,  to  unfold  hb  real  sentiments  upon  any  proposition  suUndtled  to  hia 
for  his  advice.  Some  Noble  Lords  before  whom  he  was  speaking  were 
aware  that  the  idea  of  quitting  office  was  not  new  to  him.  For  ye-inbatk, 
he  had  thought  it  his  duty  to  consider  whether  he  ought  not  to  quit  odice; 
and  if  he  had  delayed  doing  so,  it  was  because  he  had  been  urged  aul 
desired  to  retain  it.  He  had  no  personal  feelings  towards  any  mao  ;  ha 
was  it  to  be  presumed  that  he  could  continue  to  hold  office  under  tUeiN 
curastances  which  had  recently  taken  place?  Ilb  Majesty  had  a  tight  la 
name  his  Minister,  but  no  man  could  do  his  duty  to  his  Sovereiga  uRiecs  he 
told  him  whether  the  Miuister  he  chose  would  usefully  serve  him.  He  lad 
been  one  of  those  who  had  been  instrumental  in  postponing  live  coosulefa- 
lion  of  the  Catholic  question,  but  he  now  thought  that  the  time  was  c<me 
when  it  was  necessary  to  consider  it.  {Hear,  and  laughter.)  Would  it 
have  been  decent  or  honourable  for  him  to  have  retained  office  wbes  m 
Administration  had  been  formed  so  opposed  to  h'ls  opinion  on  the  subjMtof 
Catholic  Emancipation?  His  opinion  was,  that  if  that  question  shuaidhA 
carried,  there  was  an  end  to  the  civil  and  religious  liberties  of  thecouQtry 
— and  to  his  dying  day  he  should  support  that  opinion.  His  resi^uauoQ  had 
not  been  concerted  with  any  one  person:  his  intention  on  Ike  subject  hvd 
long  been  formed.  The  Administration  had  not,  as  Ivad  been  asserted, 
been  formed  on  similar  principles  with  that  of  Lord  Uverpool.  That  NoUe 
Lord  WAS  a  lealous,  honest,  and  candid  opponent  of  the  Catholic  CltiiM, 
and  he  gave  full  credit  to  the  present  Brimo  Minister  for  being  as  zealous, 
honest,  and  candid  a  supporter  of  them.  His  whole  life  had  been  d«v^ 
to  the  defence  of  the  Constitution  and  to  the  resistance  of  the  coocessiiM 
to  the  Catholics,  because  he  was  satisfied  that  ecclesiastical  tyranny  pro¬ 
duced  civil  tyranny.  He  might  be  wrong,  but  he  had  acted  iWoeg^ 
with  sincerity  and  consistency.  (Hear,  hear!) — The  Learned  Lord  coa* 
eluded  by  thanking  the  House  for  the  support  given  to  him  in  the  durioifu 
of  his  arduous  duties,  and  for  the  forbearance  that  had  been  so  kindly 
to  his  failings,  of  which  kindness,  so  long  as  he  retained  the  function  oi 
memory,  he  should  never  lose  the  grateful  sens^  ( ff^ar^  hear!)

Lord  Bexley  next  addressed  the  House  in  a  vei^  subdued  tone. 
was  understood  to  say,  that  after  having  tendered  his  resignation,  he  was 
induced  again  to  resume  office  by  the  assurance  he  had  received  that  the 
line  of  policy  adopted  in  the  Administration  of  Lord  Liverpool  would  aoC 
be  abandoned.  The  charge  of  concert  in  the  resignation  of  their  offices  by 
the  late  Members  of  the  Cabinet  was  a  gross  calumny,  (ffenr,  htar!) 

Lord  Mansfield,  much  as  he  valued  the  feelings  of  those  who  had 
retired  from  office,  doubted  whether  they  had  acted  in  the  way  best  adapted 
to  aid  the  Protestant  cause ;  for  if  they  had  maintained  a  communicatioii 
with  his  Majesty,  they  might  have  recommended  the  formation  of  a  Pro* 
testant  JMinistry.  His  Lordship,  after  highly  complimenting  the  retired 
Members  of  the  Government,  proceeded  to  animadvert  on  Mr  Canning's' 
proceedings.  He  observed,  it  had  been  said  that  Mr  Canning  did'Dpt 
know  by  whom  the  recommendation  of  the  recent  changes  had  been  made.* 
He  (Lord  Mansfield)  would  be  very  unwilling  to  ask  the  Right  Hon.  Gen* 
tleman  to  tell  that  which  he  did  not  know,  but  he  should  like  extremely  tfi> 
have  his  guess  on  the  subject.  He  should  like  to  learn  who  it  was  that 
"  in  the  porclies  of  the  Royal  ear  did  pour  the  leprous  disUlment,"  poison^: 
ing  it  against  those  who  had  before  Enjoyed  the  confidence  of  their  Sovereign. 
He  had  heard  much  of  what  had  recently  been  done ;  and  as  far  as  whati 
had  taken  place  arose  from  the  words  and  acts  of  his  Majesty,  it  wtas  not  a' 
subject  for  inquiry  :  but  it  might  be  inquired,  whether  the  words  and  acts  of 
bis  Majesty  w  ere  not  the  words  and  acts  of  his  Ministers.  In  a  censtitu« 
tional  point  of  view',  the  King  could  not  do  that  which  should  be  made  ths 
subject  of  blame;  but  he  might  be  made  accessory  to  that  which  was 
blameable  in  others,  and  of  which  he  liimself  was  to  be  the  victim.  Tho 
late  Sovereign  would  not  have  given  his  assent  to  the  formation  of  a  Cabinet  ‘ 
that  was  not  decidedly  Protestant,  nor  have  placed  at  its  head  a  man  wha 
had  been  the  constant  and  able  advocate  of  principles  to  which  bis  Miqeaty 
was  hostile.  The  rapidity  with  which  the  Right  Hon.  Gentleman  wbty 
formed  the  Cabinet,  when  disappointed  in  one  quarter  turned  to  anoihcf^ 
his  junction  with  the  .Whigs  at  the  very  moment  that  he  parted  Crofli  ki» 
Tory  friends,'  must  have  reminded  thetn  of  the  r^uotation  in  the  Anti» 
Jacobin — for  the  Right  Hon.  Gentleman  was  familiar  with  quotations— 4 

A  sudden  thought  strikes  me :  let  us  swear  eternal  friendship."  (  £a«/h/ef.)l 
The  coalition  thus  formed  had  been  described  as  **  unnatural  and  unprc« 
cedented."

Uuder'these  circumtances,  his  Grace 
rquetted  Mr  Canning  to  communicate  to  His  Majesty  that  he  wished  to  be 
Kcosed  from  forming  a  part  of  the  new  Cabinet.*— These  (said  the  Duke) 
sere  his  reasons  for  not  joining  the  new  Administration.  He  had  been 
kxnsed  of  abandoning  his  Majesty's  service  :  as  the  influence  of  the  power 
(faced  at  the  Head  of  the  Government  must  be  paramount  to  that  of  every 
Dther  Member  of  it,  should  he  not  be  degrading  himself  and  deceiving  the 
public,  in  sitting  in  the  same  Cabinet  with  the  Right  Honourable  Gentle- 
gun,  whose  principles  he  felt  himself  bound  to  oppose  t  f  Ilear^  hear  !) 
fac  Cabinet  of  Lord  Liverpool  was  founded  on  the  principle  of  maintaining 
l^e  lawsos  they  were ;  whilst  that  of  the  Right  Honourable  Gentleman  was 
ftfuaded  on  the  principle  of  subverting  them.  (Hear!)  Lord  Liverpool 
wascoaaneDtiously  opposed  to  all  changes  in  the  existing  form  of  Govern- 
•euL  But  those  who  coalesced  with  the  Right  Honourable  Gentleman 
bad  DO  idea  how  far  their  coalition  was  to  carry  th^m  ;  for  the  Right  Hon. 
Geotleman  was  the  most  able,  active,  and  zealous  partisan  of  those  changes 
with  which  the  country  was  threatened.  ( Hear  ! )  The  principles  of  the 
Earl  were  principles  by  which  any  man  might  safely  abide ;  the 
•naciples  of  the  Right  Honourable  Gentleman  fluctuated  every  day,  and 
depeuded  upon  transitory  reasons  of  temporary  expedience. — He  was 
•barged  with  having  threatened  his  Majesty  with  his  resignation,  because  he 
wd  not  been  placed  at  the  Head  of  the  Ministry.  His  Majesty  was  not  to

stillness, — “  to  seem  like  the  flower,  but  be  the  serpent  under  it,"  Bat 
their  l^irdships  would  not  be  deceived  by  that  course.  They  must  not 
wait  until  this  plan  had  pro<luced  its  effect.  They  could  not  wait  until 
Members  of  his  (Mr  Canning’s)  opinions  had  been  introduced  into  that 
House;  and  he  should,  therefore,  on  the  4th  of  June,  submit  a  motion  to 
their  J^ordships.  Its  effiect  would  be,  to  move  their  Lordships  to  adopt 
resolutions  in  favour  of  Catholic  Emancipation — Emancipation  in  the  fullett 
sense  in  which  the  word  was  ever  applied  ;  or  to  elicit  a  declaration  to  tb# 
contrary,  such  as  became  a  Protestant  House  of  Parliament,  and  such 
he  believed  no  King,  since  the  time  of  James  II,  had  been  advised  to  refust. 

Lord  Goderich  expressed  his  sorrow  that  his  Noble  Friends  had  beeft 
induced  to  withdraw  their  services  at  such  a  moment.  His  Noble  amt 
i^earned  Friend  had  said  that  they  bad  been  the  victims  of  the  basest 
calumnies  ;  but  whatever  those  calumnies  had  been,  he  could  auure  thena 
that  they  had  not  been  harboured  in  his  breast.  It  had  been  said^  that  tho 
press  had  teemed  with  these  calumnies,  and  that  it  was  under  the  influeaoo 
of  Government ;  but  he  was  sure  that  the  latter  allegation  was  not  corract^ 
because  he  was  convinced  that  the  press  was  far  too  independent,  and  far 
too  powerful,  for  the  Government  to  exercise  any  influence  over  it*  (A  lamgk,) 
Noble  Lords  might  laugh,  but  if  they  tat  on  his  side,^  and  had  to  try  tho 
experiment,  they  would  soon  find,  probably  to  their  inconvenieiica,  that 
his  opinion  was  correct.  As  to  conspiracy  among  his  Hon.  Friends,  bo 
was  far  from  imputing  anything  of  the  kind  to  them,  howtver  suspictoof 
some  of  the  circumstances  might  appear.  Many  of  the  dlfBeulties  whioh 
had  arisen  had  their  origin  from  want  of  more  communication.  If  the 
Government  was  not  constituted  in  a  manner  altogether  satisfactory,  it  was 
not  the  fault  of  him  and  his  friends.  The  object  of  Mr  Canoiag  was,  to 
keep  the  elemenu  of  the  late  Ministry  together,  but  they  had  fallen  awaj 
without  any  act  of  bis.  What  kind  of  situation  was  he  then  placed  is  2 
Was  he  to  say  to  bis  Majesty,  **  I  will  rua  away  and  leave  vou  in  such  a

.'Lord  WssTiioitLAWD  denied  that  there  had  been  any  caballing  or 
■tte«{its  to  inaade  his  Majesty’s  prerogative  :  those  so  charged  had  ^ent 
their  lives  in  support  of  the  King’s  prerogative  against  those  who  had 
devoted  their  lives  to  attacking  it.  {Laughter,)  If  there  had  been  some 
eabal,  perhaps  the  blow  that  had  been  struck  would  not  have  happened. 
Xvery  man  wno  had  retired  acted  upon  his  own  impulse..  But  his  Majesty's 
prerogative  did  not  go  to  the  extent  of  insisting  on  any  Minister’s  serving 
without  his  consent.  If  the  King  fixed  upon  any  man.  would  be  be  bound 
tb  support  a  Reformist  or  Jacobin  Y  {Laughter,)  His  Lordship  went  on 
tn  state  bis  view  of  the  matter,  which  was  in  accordance  with  that  of  the 
Vvkg  df  Wellington;  and  gave  it  as  bis  opinion,  that  yielding  to  the 
dhMhoiic  Claime  woidd  cause  great  public  mischief.  He  bad  resigned 
•Aee  btcatisc  he  found  he  could  no  longer  be  of  any  use  to  his  King  or 
oountry. 

•  Lord  Melvililb  slsp  denied  the  charge  of  caballing.  He  estimated 
highiy  the  talents  of  bis  Right  Hon.  Friend  (Mr  Canning)  bat  he  confessed 
ho  d  fd  not  think  he  could  form  an  efiicient  Government,  such  as  the 
oxigancy  of  the  country  required,  if  stripped  of  his  eld  essociates.  He 
tiiou^t  he  had  a  right  to  see  his  way  through  the  proceedings  of  the  new 
Admanistratien,  snd  that  there  was  no  impropriety  in  his  expressing  a 
dwiscliDslbn  to  act  with  what  he  fegred  would  prove  to  be  a  ujeak  Ad- 
nriaittraliou.  He  was  not  conscious  of  hiving  done  tny  more  thau  be  bad 
n  fiiir  pcrfeot  right  to  do  in  the  guidance  of  his  own  conduct.  (  Hear  !) 

Lord  Cam  DEW  solemnly  repelled  the  charge  of  cabal  which  had  beep 
made  ugninat  the  ex-n^oiiUers.  From  the  first  to  the  last,  so  fpr  from  a 
tabal.  There  had  not  even  been  a  communication.  This  explanatioD  would, 
he  trnwed,  give  satisfaction  to  everybody.  t 

i  Laid  Lonoondirsy  expressed  bis  strong  resentment  a^  being  run  down 
In  the  newspupere.  When  he  was  Ambasa^or  tt  a  foreign  Court,  he  told 
the  Duke  ef  Wellington  that  he  had  sot  the  least  confidence  in  the*  becre* 
tqry  ef  Stete  for  Foreign  Affairs.  He  had  predicted  that  that  Right  Hon. 
Gentleman  would  never  rent  aitisfied  with  the  place  he  held,  but  would 
nentfive  to  place  himself,  in  the  end.  above  all  bis  colleagues.  When  he 
heard  that  the  King  bad  appointed  him  First  Lord  of  the  Treasury,  ha 
fiillHded  tlie  Noble  Duke  of  bis  prodiotion,  and  told  bis  Grace  that  he 
hmnibly  hop<^  that  hit  resignation  would  be  accepted  by  his  Majesty,  as  it 
ww  not  in  his  power  any  longer  to  eerve  the  Government.  *  Look  at  our 
diploaiatic  relations.  On  reding  the  speech  of  the  Right  Hon.  Gentleman 
ea  the  Portugal  expedition,  it  was  so  diametrically  opposite  to  all  the  diplo* 
matic  relations  which  were  adopted  by  a  noble  and  revered  Relation  of  his, 
Ihu  be  bad  determiaed  from  that  moment  not  to  support  any  longer  those 
|vriociplea  which  prevailed  in  the  Councils  of  the  btate.  At  the  close  of  the

In  discharge  of  bis  duty  ua  Secretary 
of  Bute,  he  should  not  despair  of  obtaining  their  Lordships'  confidence, 
bheause  he  relied  upon  their  justice  and  candour.  {Cheers.)  He  was  not 
placed  there  from  any  motives  of  personal  ambition.  If  he  had  acted  upon 
nia  own  motivea— '^motives  altogether  of  a  personal  nature— he  should  never 
hnve  been  there.  ( T%e  Nobis  Viscount  was  muck  aJiecUd.)  He^  threw 
'  hfoncelf  upon  the  Indulgence  of  their  Lordships,  for  he  aimed  at  nothing  but 
the  honouf  of  his  King  and  the  good  of  his  country.  ( Loud  cheers, J 
Lord  Bathusst  addressed  the  House  in  a  very  low  tone.  He  said,  that

He  threw  himself  upon  that  Houae  ami  his  country  for  a  candid: 
construction  of  his  conduct.  His  first  object  was  to  quit  olHce,  bis  next 
to  remain  in  it  with  all  his  old  colleagues,  exactly  upon  the  same  tefms  8§  ^ 
he  and  they  had  hitherto  acted  towards  each  other  upon  this  very  Catbidior 
question.  (Hear,  hear!)  It  was  for  this  he  had  been  arraigaod- hi 
very  coarse  terms  by  an  Honourable  Gentleman  (Mr  Dawson)  who  bad* 
charged  him  with  forming  a  Government  which  was  chiefly  Catholic— »» 
thus  reproaching  him  for  not  having  advised  the  King  to  do  that  which  he  • 
had  in  the  first  place  counselled  his  Majesty  to  attempt, — for  not  pursuing  ’ 
a  course  from  which,  as  the  facts  proved,  he  had  never  deviated.  When 
on  the  r2th  of  April,  he  went  to  the  chamber  of  the  King,  intending  to  ‘ 
propose  a  plan  of  arrangement  for  a  Government  composed  of  all  the  mem-^ 
hers  of  the  old  Government,  w'ith  a  divided,  or  rather  a  preponderating 
anti-Catholic  Cabinet,  for  snch  it  was,  was  it  his  fault  that  he  received  in  ’ 
the  closet  of  his  Sovereign  the  resignation  of  six  Protestant  members  of* 
the  late  Cabinet?  {Loud  cries  of  “  Hear,**)  Not  by  concert  or  pre-. 
arrangement,  as  his  Right  Hon.  friend  (Mr  Peel),  had  declared,  and  he 
(Mr  Canning)  believed,  but  by  a  coincident  movement.  (Here  Mr  Peel= 
said  something  in  a  low  tone  of  voice  to  Mr  Canning.]  Mr  Canning 
resumed.  There  were  only  five  resignations  seftt  in  at  the  time  to  whicb 
he  alluded,  for  Lord  Melville's  was  not  tendered  till  the  following  day#^ 
Still  the  fact  was  this — that  when  he  was  charged  with  bringing  m' 
an  undue  proportion  of  members  of  the  Cabinet  favourable  to  the  Catholic 
question,  the  Honourable  Member  had  forgotten  to  state,  that  the  Protestint^ 
half  of  the  Cabinet  had  thought  proper  to  resign.  (A  laugh,  and  cries  q/ 
**Hear!'*)  Was  it  after  that  act  that  any  Honourable  Members  couldi 
impute  to  him  a  wilful  non-execution  of  the  orders  of  h>»  Sovereign  ? 
(CAfcrr.)  But  did  his  conduct  end  there  It  was  about  the  iwiddW  of 
Thursday,  and  two  hours  before  the  meeting  of  that  House,  when  ho  had> 
given  directions  for  moving  the  new  writ  for  himself,  that  he  had  received 
these  unexpected  resignations;  and  in  consequence,  he  repaired  to  the  King 
with  them  in  his  hand,  and  said,  Sire,  here  see  what  disables  roe  from* 
execulin"  your  Majesty's  will.  It  is  quite  open  for  you  still  to  take  a  new”* 
course  of  policy  respecting  the  formation  of  your  Government ;  nothing  has 
been  yet  done  which  commits  your  Majesty  to  any  particular  line  of  con- 
duct ;  but  1  must  Cii  ly  crave  permission  to  state  to  you,  that  if  1  am  to  go 
on  in  the  formation  of  a  new  Administration,  my  new  writ  must  bo  moved' 
for  this  ni^ht,  for  1  cannot  move  on  through  the  recess  (Easter)  witiMnit 
endeavouring  to  finish  the  business."  I  will  not  presume  to  repeat  the  woods' 
which  the  King  was  graciously  pleased  to  address  to  me  on  that  occanon  ; 
suffice  it  to  say,  his  Majesty  gave  me  his  hand  to  kiss,  and  my  writ  was 
instantly  made  out  to  be  used  on  that  evening.  {Cheers,)  At  to  the  cob- 
duct  pursued  by  his  Right  Hon.  Friend  (Mr  Peel)  he  had  throughout  ex* 

Pressed  his  unqualified  approbation  of  its  manliness.  He  had  deplored  hU 
Light  Hon.  Friend's  decision,  as  well  as  that  of  his  other  colleagues.  He. 
knew  not  in  what  way  he  bad  sinned  against  them,  so  as  to  have  provided 
their  late  refusal  to  act  with  him.  On  every  subject  which  he  could  call  to 
mind,  one  unhappy  question  excepted,  he  had  received  ajiparentJy  their 
most  cordial  support.  With  respect  to  his  Right  Hon.  Fnend  (Mr  Peel) 
he  could  unfeignedly  declare  that  he  did  not  know  a  greater  calamity/ 
than  that  the  country  should  be  deprived  of  his  services.  He  repeated,  that 
he  could  not  charge  himself  with  having  offered  a  single  individual  of  tho 
late  Goverument  the  smallest  intentional  oflence.  He  was  unaware  that 
he  had  ^iven  the  least  cause  for  their  estrangement  by  any  act  of  unkind¬ 
ness  or  ill-fceling  on  his  part.  (Hear!)  His  Right  Hon.  Friend  (Mr 
Peel)  had  said,  **  How  should  it  be  possible,  when  1  have  been  advanced 
to  the  high  situation  which  I  now  fill,  that  without  any  active  promotion  om 
my  part,  the  Catholic  question  can  fail  to  progress,  and  acquire  a  moral 
approach  to  its  CQOsuiiitnation  even  without  my  incurring  any  official  respond 
aibility  in  assisting  such  a  result."  He  could  not  deny  the  general  truth  of 
his  Right  Hon.  Friend's  observation ;  and  in  the  admission  of  that  (na 
he  believed)  identical  fact,  would  be  found  the  complete  answer  to  the 
taunts  of  the  Hon.  Baronet  opposite  (Sir  T.  Lethbridge)  at  the  support 
which  the  present  Government  were  now  receiving  from  the  Gentlemen  of 
the  Opposition.  W^hy  had  these  gentlemen  supported  him  1  because  they 
saw  in  the  aspect  of  the  present  state  of  things  exactly  the  same  tendency 
which  his  Right  Hon.  Friend  had  seen  towards  the  moral  advancement  of 
that  great  question,  namely, — that  without  his  official  interference,  they 
beheld  a  considerable  prospect  of  improvement  in  a  question  for  which  they 
felt  a  common  interest.  If  so,  it  was  a  good  reason  why  he  should  have 
their  support,  and  equally  so  for  his  Right  Jlon.  Frieud  to  oppose  him ;  but 
it  was  a  little  too  much  lor  any  Hon.  Meml>er  to  say,  that  the  reason  was 
good  at  one  side  and  bad  at  the  other,  while  both  parlies  concurred  ia 
anticipating  the  same  result.  (Hear,  hear!)  If  his  Right  Hon.  Friend 
were  justified  in  resigning,  because  even  with  his  (Mr  Canning's)  pajsive 
existence  iu  office,  that  question  mutt  thrive,  surely  the  same  justincalion 
held  for  liis  receiving  the  support  of  other  gentlemen  who  contemplated,  in 
the  success  of  sucli  a  (piestion,  the  tranquillity  and  consolidation  of  the 
empire.  {Cheers.)  His  Right  Hon.  Friend's  defence  of  bis  own  retreat 
roust,  therefore,  be  taken  as  a  complete  answer  to  all  these  taunts  which 
were  levelled  at  the  support  which  was  held  out  to  him  from  other  quarters. 

It  was  not,  then,  the  Catholic  question  that  had  banished  his  late  Col¬ 
leagues  from  his  side, — for  that  stood  exactly  as  it  did  iu  1812.  That 
question  now  remained  an  open  sulriect,  as  it  had  done  during  Lord  liver- 
pool's  administrstion, — it  remsined  one  oh  which  each  member  of  Um 
Government  was  at  perfect  liberty  to  exercise  his  own  judgment,  either 
support  or  oppose  it ;  sod  with  thia  further  understanding,  that  if  %hy 
Member  wished  to  moot  it  himsclfi  he  wu  bound  to  state  diatioctlyi  that  bt 


He  seemed  as  if  be  scarcely  knew  wmen  to  support— me  imeresis  or  ms 
Cifere'igD  goveroing  by  Tory  principles,  or  the  late  Right  Honourable 
gwfetafVi*WM  claimed  him  on  behalf  of  that  question  which  seemed'to  be 
so  neat  own  heart.  It  was  to  be  hoped  that  he  would  in  the  result  be 
tme  to  his  constitutional  principles,  especially  as  he  was  now  to  be  infenned 
tkit  there  was  not  the  shadow  of  a  thought  with  any  one  as  to  adtering  the 
poliev  of  the  Cabinet  upon  the  Catholic  question.  Would  nothing  comfort 
assure  him  ?  Ou^ht  he  not  to  be  a  lillle  at  ease  when  reflecting  that 
there  were  left  in  the  Cabinet  Lord  Bexley  and  the  present  Lord  Chancellor  ? 
Bid  he  not  hear  the  la«t  speech  delivered  by  that  Learned  Lord  ?  If  these 
iftere  not  securities  which  Coilld  satisfy  the  Honourable  Baronet  that  the 
Catholic  question  wotild  be  prevented  from  progressing  loo  briskly,  he  must 
despair  of  seeing  him  satisfied.  (Cheers,)  One  word  more.  Whoever 
sbiild  advise  the  bringing  on  that  question  during  a  session  in  which  the 
leoM  or  Parliament  had  been  taken,  nowever  unfortunately,  would  not  do 
ini  doty  in  consulting  the  tranquillity  of  Ireland  and  England ;  but  would 
show  himself  the  worst  enemy  of  both,  and  certainly  not  a  very  good  friend 
to  himself,  since  he’ would  become  the  tool  for  the  project  of  the  Honourable 
As  it  was  the  custom  to  talk  of  sacrifices,  perhaps  the  House 
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would  allow  him  to  mention  something  of  that  which  he  had  sacrificed  to  his 
wishes  for  the  promotion  of  that  object.  He  had  quitted  a  situation  emi- 
flent  beyoud  his  hopes  or  merits  on  the  opposite  benche^  *where  he  was 
surrounded — he  might  almost  say  followed,  from  the  jrespet  shown  to  his 
kumble  abilities — by  one  of  the  largest,  of  the  most  honourable,  and  most 
i  disinterested  Oppositions  ever  known  in  that  House — an  Opposition  cons’st- 
iiu^of  men  who  did  what  they  thought  best  for  their  country,  though  in 
doing  so  they  felt  sure  they  were  helping  to  confirm  'their  adversaries  in 
oflicf.  He  had  quitted  that  station,  enough  to  satisfy  the  ambition  of  the 
proudest  man,  under  arrangements  which  had  made  nis  own  acceptance  of 
office  impossible.  {Loud  cheers,)  Hit  opinions  on  foreign  and  domestic 
policy  bad  led  him  to  take  this  step,  with  the  sincere  desire  of  furnishing  a 
useful  assistance  to  the  liberal  sentiments  of  the  Right  Honourable  Gent., 
including  in  the  particular  objects  of  this  change  the  Irish  question,  which 
wu  likely  to  be  furthered  by  it.  Not  that  he  was  for  giving  it  that  promi¬ 
nent  situation  in  the  public  councils  which  was  requir^  by  the  Honourable 
Baronet,  but  he  wished  that  it  should  derive  every  possible  advantage  from 
the  junction  of  the  two  parties  which  had  divided  the  House,  but  were  now 
snhed  in  the  rotention  of  a  cordial  support  of  such  measures  as  should  be 
deemed  best  for  the  country.  His  taking  of  office  would,  as  he  found,  have 
bad  the  effect  of  preventing  that  junction,  and  therefore  he  had  voluntarily 
resigned  all  claims  which  could  be  held  to  stand  in  the  way ;  acting  in  this, 
as  he  trusted  he  should  do  at  all  times,  upon  the  conviction  that  the  cha-

He  wts  alive  to  the  princiftlea  he  had  always  espoused,  and  should 
labour  in  effecting  all  the  good  he  could  for  his  country,  in  whose  cause 
He  was  happy  to  dedicate  his  life.  (Cheers.)  The  Right  Hon.  Gentle- 
iTian  had  been  most  unfortunate  in  his  allusions  to  his  Hon.  and  Learned 
Friend  (Mr  Brougham),  in  the  display  of  a  warmth  of  feeling,  unsub¬ 
dued  and  uncontrolled  either  hy  reason  or  discretion.  {Hear,  hear/) 
HorHing  conid  be  more  ill-timed  than  this  attack,  as  its  object  stood  in  a 
iiluatibn  which  placed  him  far  above  suspicion.  No  public  man  ever 
filled  a  more  eminent  situation  in  that  House,  or  had  rendered  his 
•tation  more  eonspiciious,  by  the  high-minded  exercise  of  his  unrivalled 
Rbiliiiea  for  his  country  *s  good— by  advancing  the  great  march  of  human 
fmfrrorement— by  the  energetic  application  of  his  great  lalenla  the 
promotion  of  every  osrfiir  institution— and,  while  possessiiig  i  e  very 
nighest  qualifications  for  official  usefulness,  was  quite  ready,  as  he  had 
now  ahown,  to  sacrifice  all  personal  considerations,  honest  pride,  and 
joflt  ambition,  rather  than  create  even  the  semblance,  of  embarrassment 
In  the  movements  of  other  men,  and  to  act  as  a  private  in  the  cause  of 
honour,  ihmtgh  fully  competent  to  lake  the  station  of  leader.  {Reiterated 
tries  of  Ifyr,  hear  /)  Tliis  was  a  living  instance  how  a  statesman  may 
ba  ealwmniaied  while  acting  the  purest  and  most  disinterested  part.  He 
knew  not  how  his  own  motives  might  be  interpreted;  but  he  was  happy 
in  aidiirg  the  keeping  out  of  office  the  narrow-minded  and  bigoted  part 
•fan  Aoministratiou,  which  had  lain  like  an  incubua  on  the  Slate,  pre¬ 
venting  the  advance  of  general  improvement,  and  waa  considered  by  all 
sagacious  men  as  in  no  degree  adapted  for  ihe  present  century,  {Hear, 
hear  /)  Tlis  King  would  now  see  how  well  his  prerogatives  would  be 
•upporied  against  intrigue  and  faction,  by  the  aid  of  the  people ; 
and  how  much  safer  it  was,  and  more  glorious,  to  wield  his  power  by  an 
sllisnee  with  tlieni,  reposing  on  their  affectiona  rather  than  on  the 
narrow  baaia  of  faetioua  ambition,  disguised  unde/  whatever  apeciotis 
name.

•would  not  be  duped  by  tlieir  opponents  into  rash  and  ruinous  proceedings.

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The  strong  exertion  of  authority  which  has  so  promptly  di^lved  this 
body,  may  turn  out  to  be  either  wisdom  or  folly,  accordii^  to  Ihf 
real  state  of  the  influence  and  connexions  which  are  aftWt^  by 
it.  One  Cabinet  Minister,  it  seems,  has  regarded  it  as  so  unadvisablt, 
that  he  has  resigned  in  consequence ;  and  it  remains  to  be  seen  how  far  this 
manifestation  of  royal  resentment  is  politic  or  prudent,  when,  setting  aside 
mere  military  observance,  the  dissatisned  party  are  not  only  right  on  gene¬ 
ral  principle,  but  feel  in  accordance  with  a  vast  majority  of  the  commanity. 
For  our  own  part,  we  rejoice  at  every  exhibition  of  sentiment  which  tenos 
to  convince  us  that  the  French  people,  having  obtained  certain  liberal  con¬ 
cessions  in^/brm,  will  not  allow  them  to  be  withheld  in  fact,  or  filched  awaj 
in  detail,  by  the  machinations  of  political  fraud  and  priestcraft.  It  is  better 
that  Kings  should  be  now  and  then  affronted,  e\'en  to  their  faces,  than 'that 
public  opinion  should  be  altogether  stifled  in  any  quarter;  and  even  among 
soldiery,  the  utterance  of  an  entertained  feeling  of  dissatisfaction  is  less 
dangerous  than  its  concealment.  The  French  National  Guard  received  no 
pay,  and  were  among  the  most  respectable  of  the  Parisian  population.*  . 

The  Portuguese  Government  has  at  length  published  an  amnesty,  which, 
as  it  properly  excepts  decided  leaders  and  instigators  to  the  late  rebellion^ 
may,  if  duly  acted  upon,  judiciously  mix  up  severity  and  indulgence.
